money orders placed to his eredit.

He announced incidentally that he
might draw on the firms against =
part of the credit so established.
Thesa forged money orders were
usually for about $1.0W each.

It was invarfably Linares' practice,
after having the money orders placed
to hig¥fcredit, to meke drnft upon the
firma’ for an amount less than the
money order. For instance, if the
money order pluced to his credit was
for B0 he would make draft for
$2.200 or 250,
